— Difcipline introduc’d Habit; Habit improv’d into Na- 
ture. Even fo late as the Days of Cataline, when their 
Virtue beam’d with languid Heat, Cicero takes Notice that 

that arch Traytor was fo detefted by the other Members of 
the Houfe, that the Benches of the Side where he fate 
were left abandon’d, and occupy’d by none but himfelf.
